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INTRODUCTION 


With this third volume, we finally catch up to the beginning of all things Buffy 
at Dark Horse. Contained within is that very first issue, by Andi Watson and 
Joe Bennett. While the first two omnibus volumes were composed of books 
published across the six years of our early Buffy publishing history, we now 
get to settle into Season Three, where it all started. And we’re gonna be here 
for a while. 

More comics take place in Season Three than any other season—until Season 
Eight catches up in another year or so. The reason for this is that Buffy # I debuted 
right about the same time Season Three started. Due to a slow flow of information 
from Mutant Enemy to us, we were better off wallowing around in Season Three 
until Season Four was well underway, and we could see clearly where all the 
plotlines were going. Faith was a particular problem for us. If you go back and 
watch Seasons Three and Four, Faith’s roles and relationships were changing 
so quickly, we couldn’t keep up. For that reason, Faith only appears in one mini¬ 
series in all those old Buffy comics—which won’t be collected before Volume 

Another character who’s under-represented in this volume is Angel. We started 
work on Buffy #1 in the middle of Season Two, when Angel had recently turned 
bad. We were only a little bit ahead of viewers; we were being sent scripts as Fox 
Licensing got them—which means the people approving our scripts knew little if 
anything more than we did. Our receipt of the scripts was usually only a couple 
weeks before the episode would air—as I was quick to learn, TV shows are done 
much more quickly than comics. I guess that’s because they don’t need one guy 
to draw forty-four minutes of TV. 

Andi and I planned to include evil Angelus in the beginning of the series—until 
we got the script to the Season Two finale, when Buffy kills him. So we revised 
our plans, to keep him out of the series. We worked through the summer, 
preparing for the September debut of the comic, getting ahead on scripts. 
When the show returned to TV, all seemed well—until, a few episodes in, 
Angel came back. We scrambled to get good Angel back into our plans, but we 
still knew so little about how things were gonna go with him, that we couldn’t 
involve him too much without risking that between the writing of an issue and 
the publication, the show would render our stories out of continuity. 

The stories in this collection focus on the Scoobies, the original group.We 
were learning a lot about the characters as we went. Most of the stories stand 
alone—in Volume Four you’ll see Andi and I attempt to build a season-sized 
story. This volume also includes the first issue drawn by Cliff Richards, who’s 
gonna come to dominate each subsequent volume of the series. 

That should be all the context you need for the next three hundred pages.
